In  Saint  Joan  Shai"  pictures  at  one 
place  the  Archlishop  of 'Rheims  say- 
ing sent^ntiously : ”Ue  must  all  die 
sometime ”-at  which  his  companions 
"blurts  out:  ”0.hl  I hope  not  sire”, 

.fistophanes  gives  us  the  opposing 
view,  the  scene  is  in  Hades,  one  of 
the  shades  threatens  to  return  to 
life,  horrille^ ,as,. that . possilility 
is,  unless  his  friend  stops  scold-  „ 
ing.  It  is  hard  for  man  to  reconc- 
ile himself 'either  to  life  or  to 
death, 

Hovrever  little  we  love  ourselves 
in  the  course  of  life  everything 
else  is  tired  of'-us.'  Death  itself 
is  not  unpleasant,  I should,  imagine'. 
I have  seen  a few  people  die.  To  a 
few  death  comes  as  a friend,  as  a 
relief  from  pain,  from  intolerahle 
lone liness  or  loss , ' or  from ' disapp- 
ointment. To  even  fewer  it  comes  as 
a horror.  To  most  it  hardly  comes  ' 
at  all,  so  gradual  is  its  approachj 
so  long  have  the  senses  "been  "benu- 
mhed,  so  little  do  they  realize  wh- 
at is  taking  place.  As  I think  it 
over,  death  seems  to  me  one  of  the 
fev/  evidences  in  nature  of  the  oper- 
ation of  a creative  intelligence:
